MEMOIiAHJLK TKAIS. 


The year 1893, now in its last hours, 


is one of the most remarkable in our 
annals. In a land abounding in unde- 
veloped resources, at peace with all the 
world, free from pestilence, with abund- 
ant crops and boasting of being tne 
most independent that the sun shines 
upon, there is greater distrust and 
more distress than was e/er before 
known. From all of the principal cit- 
ies, from the great industrial centers, 
manufacturing as well as mining, the 
cry of bard times and the wail of desti- 
tution is heard. Hundredd of thou- 
sands are out of employment, end not 
only the charitably disposed, but the 
authorities, in many places, are at a 
loss to devise met 'i« to supply them 
with the necessaries ,' life during their 
enforced idleneso. 


Something in our leg! •'itive or so 


oial system must be radically wrong 
when these conditions can exist. Why 
should there be a thousand, or, more 
correctly speaking, hundreds of thou- 
sands on the verge of starvation in 
land that is, figuratively speaking 
flowing with milk and honey? Some 
say because of the large quantity of 
silver in the treasury and the fear thai 
it will be coined, but that cannot be 
the cause, as history shows that no 
nation has ever had too much gold and 
silver coins. Others contend that it is 
the high tariff, but that cannot be the 
cause as the necessaries of life are 
cheaper than they have been in thirty 
years. A third class attribute it to a 
fear on the part of manufacturers and 
c*bera that a reduction of the tariff 
will reduce the price of commodities, 
but as the products of the farm and the 
factory are as low at the present time 
as when there was absolute free trade, 
it is difficult to understand how that 
can cause the general depression that 
now prevails. A fourth, and the most 
general class, say all our present 
troubles are caused by a scarcity of 
money. While the money centers are 
congested with promises to pay, in the 
shape of Government or bank uotes> 
there is not sufficient money in oicula- 
tion for the requirements of the people, 
and as all debts, whether contracted 
for expenses incurred in developing 
our resources or in purchasing the 
necessaries of life, are monoy debts, 
when money cannot be obtained no 
prudent person will contract a debt, 
and all business is blocked, enterprise 
dies, laborers are unemployed and their 
families go unfed.

'Ihese six 
candidates were Dr. Charles W. Decker, 
James A. Pariser H. L. Sanborn, Q. W. 
Pennington. W. H. Eastland and A. F. 
Johns. The consideration for the sale 
in each case was $500, which was paid 
by McDonald to D. S. Dorn of the Re- 
publican City Central Committee, it 
being the amount of the assessment 
levied on each candidate for campaign 
purposes. Fac-similos of the original 
agreements, with signatures of the can 
didates appended, are printed in the 
Examiner. 
The candidate agreed, i! 


elected, to vote upon all questions com 
ing before the Board of Education, or 
any or all sub-committees thereof, as 
directed by A. F. Johns (McDonald's 
man) or by a person named by him 
and not vote upon any question nor 
make any promises which would in any 
way affect his actions without first har- 
ing received instructions. He further- 
more agreed that all patronage and ap- 
pointments over which he Lad any con- 
trol nhall belong to McDonald or his 
agents, aud in case of breaking any 
promises to immediately resign from 
the Board of Education.

WASHINGTON, December 30.—The an- 


nouncement that there was to be a 
general 
"shake-up" 
in President 


Cleveland's Cabinet is soon to be veri- 
fied in every particular. It is now posi- 
tively known that the Attorney Gen- 
eral is to retire. He is now in Boston, 
and according to the information direct 
from Cabinet circles, he will not return 
to Washington to remain as the chief 
legal adviser of the Government. 


When Olney tenders his resignation 


it will be immediately accepted by the 
President and his successor will be 
named just as soon as the President 
deems it wise to send an announce- 
ment to the Senate. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bissell will be transferred from 
the Postofflce Department to the De- 
partment of Justice. 


The President has decided, notwith- 


standing contrary reports, to retain 
Secretary Morton at tie head of the 
Department of Agriculture. This will 
necessitate the appointment of a new 
man for Postmaster General. 


The President has already decided 


upon the man who will officiate for the 
remainder of his term at the head of 
the Postoffice Department. This man 
is no less a personage than Josiah 


incy, late assistant Secretary of 


State. Quinoy has already been con- 
sulted by the President with reference 
,o the acceptance of the Postmaster- 
generalship, and has signified his will- 
ingness to accept. 


The President believes that Bissell 


will fill the position at the head of the 
Department of Justice even better 
;han Attorney-General Olney, whose 
egal talents have never been ques- 
tioned.

A HEART IN HIS LEG. 


Operation In » St. toul« Ho»ptt»l 


Patient Peculiarly Afflicted. 


Dr. Marks, superintendent of the City 


hospital, cut a. heart ont of a man's leg 
recently. Instead of l>eing necessary to 
the patient's existence, aa hearts usually 
are this organ -was a very dangerous 
possession and was likely to end his life 
at any moment. The heart was almost 
•s large as the one usually found inside 
a man's ribs and beat in very much the 
same manner. It was situated upon the 


•>t the right leg, four or five inches 


»u,.YO the knee, and was more tender 
than the ball of the owner's eye. 


Charles Gentiy, a laborer, -was the 


owner of this very remarkable organ. 
To tho sargeons the phenomenon is called 
a traumatic aneurism of the femoral ar- 
tery. Thisarteryisthebigbloodfeedmg 
pipe that runs from the heart down 
through the body and leg, furnishing life 
to the different parts of the anatomy aa 
it goes. About two months ago Gentry 
•was Btruck upon the leg just over the ar- 
tery by a shaft of a piece of machinery. 
The inner -wall of the artery was burst, 
and the big pipe began to bulge out at 
this point. The outer wall, or coat of 
the artery, luckily stretched and held the 
blood.or Gentry would havebled to death 
in no time. 
The artery kept on swelling with ev- 


ery pulsation of the patient's heart. 
From the size of a hazelnut the bulge 
grew and grew until it was larger than 
a man's fist. How the artery managed 
to stand it without bursting was a mat- 
ter for wonder even to the surgeons, The 
least touch given to the skin over the 
swelling caused Gentry horrible pain, 
and he was obliged to keep very still lest 
any sudden movement or contact would 
break it and by the hemorrhage bring on 
death. The aneurism could be seen to 
beat to all intents and purposes like any 
other heart. If one brought mJ ear close 
to it, he could hear a constantly repeated 
blowing or breathing sound coming from 
beneath tho akin. This noise was caused 
by the vacant air space around the 
swollen artery where it had crowded the 
muscles aside. 
The patient was laid upon the operat- 


ing table and placed under the influence 
of chloroform. A sharp knife laid the 
tissues aside and exposed the femoral ar- 
tery with its apple shaped bulb. The ar- 
tery was then tied or ligated two inches 
above and two inches below the swelling 
and the big bulb cut open. Nearly a 
pint of blood gushed forth, and then there 
was no heart left. The slit artery was 
then sewed together with flne silk threads 
previously soaked in antiseptic solution 
and left to heal.-St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.
